Atherton Bernard Furlong: 

Artist, Singer, Poet 

[Editor’s Note: The following obituary of Atherton 
Furlong appeared in the 24 October 1919 issue of the Norway 
Advertiser and was provided by Society member Larry Glatz 
of Harrison , ME. Much gratitude is also due Blaine Mills of 
the Greenwood Historical Society for furnishing the 
^otograph of Furlong, who was born in the Patch or Furlong 
mountain section of that town. He married three times, but 
his sons were by his first wife Carletta E. Wellington. The 
second wife’s name is not recorded. His third wife was 
Kaloola Lovett of Portland, a noted singer. ] 


The funeral services of Atherton Bernard Furlong were 
held Sunday afternoon at the Universalist Church, Rev. C. G. 
Miller, officiating. The bearers were Charles S. Akers, Frank 
Kimball, Frank H. Noyes and Herman L. Home, all of 
Norway. Interment was in Pine Grove Cemetery, according 
to his last wish. 

In the death of Mr. Furlong, which occurred at his studio, 
Toronto, Canada, a noted artist, distinguished for his 
remarkable versatility in singing, painting, and writing has 
gone. He was bom in Greenwood, seventy years ago. Here he 
obtained his early education in the district schools of 
Greenwood and the academy at Norway. At the age of 
sixteen, he started out for himself and first in Buffalo, then 
later in Boston, worked hard to obtain a musical education. 
Boston knew him in the early days of his career, when as a 
youth of twenty-two, he became a member of the Apollo Club 
and also assumed the musical directorship of Park Street 
Church during the pastorate of the Rev. W. H. H. Murray. 
There among those under his instruction were Lillian Norton 
(Nordica), and Anna Louise Carey, one of America’s most 
noted church singers. Shortly after arriving in Boston, he took 
stock of his possibilities and sought an audience with Mme. 
Rudersdorff, Richard Mansfield’s mother. Upon hearing her 
fees for lessons, he declared he would teach himself, and 
although Mme. Rudersdorff told him he was a “fool,” he 
persevered in his determination. 

Some of his young friends in Boston were medical 
students, with whom he attended clinics. Through his study 
of anatomy, he worked out the physical principles of voice 
production-just as later he found out for himself the colors of 
his first painting. Later Mr. Furlong was solist in a Chicago 
choir with Dudley Buck as organist, subsequently singing 
under the same director at Holy Trinity in Brooklyn. About 
this time, there was an opportunity for an oratorical tenor to 
obtain an opening in that field in England. The aspirants were 
required to sing before a committee, one member of which 
was Mme. Rudersdorff. Mr Furlong won the competition and 
took occasion to remind Mme. Rudersdorff (who had not 
recognized him) that he was the same self-taught lad whom 
she had pronounced a “fool.” Thus Mr. Furlong was selected 
out of fifty-four tenors to succeed at that time the late Joseph 
Maas. In England he studied with Alberto Bandegger. His 
career in England was marked with all possible honors, 
notably at the Sacred Harmonic Society of London, the oldest 
musical society in the world and many times at the Royal 
Albert Hall. Among his close friends with whom he sang 
with Simmes Reeves,

Santley, Mme. Albani and Adelina Patti, singing with Patti at 
the Royal State Concert at Buckingham Palace. 

As a painter, Mr. Furlong was known in both America and 
England as an artist of landscape and animal life. His work 
ranks with the leading painters of the past centuries. Of his 
many works, perhaps the painting of “Jerry” which sold for 
$15,000 from the Chaus Galleries in New York about 1887, 
is the masterpiece of his animal subjects. This is a life size 
painting of a bull belonging to the herd of the Duke of 
Northumberland. Among the Hemlocks owned by W. E. E. 
Stokes; Greeting the Mom, owned by Charles F. Yerkes, 
Chicago, and the Midnight Watch owned by Hanna J. Noyes 
are among many of his noted paintings in this country. 

His work is distinguished by great individuality, of 
refinement and delicacy. Always an indefatigable worker, 
time found him creating some of his strongest works the past 
summer, standing at his easel only two days before his death 
softly took brush and pen from the hand of the great master, 
and stilled the sweet music of which he had given so freely; 
for its seemed his great joy in life was to give his talents and 
to encourage youth in the realization of ambition. 

After teaching in London and Berlin, he returned to 
America and for the past seven years has conducted the 
College of Vocal Arts in Toronto, as founder and director. 
His recitals have been one of the features of the musical 
season. 

Poetry of words seemed as essential a means of expression 
to Mr. Furlong as poetry of sound and vision. His published 
works have placed him among the recognized American poets 
and are best represented in the second edition of his volume, 
Echoes of Memory. His poem, “Mystery,” has already found 
its place as one of the greatest poems of American literature. 

Mr. Furlong is survived by two sons, Major Charles 
Wellington Furlong, who was one of the President’s party on 
his overseas trip and Atherton Bernard Furlong, Jr. of 
Cincinnati. Services were held in Toronto where a large 
concourse of friends and students paid their last tribute to 
their beloved master. During the summer of 1918, Mr. 
Furlong spent his vacation in Norway.

Notes Regarding Bethel, Maine 
by William A. Valentine 

(continued from the last issue) 

The “Pork Barrel” 

On the old Chapman farm, there is a pond of perhaps one 
half acre in extent that is fed by springs from the bottom and 
the whole is often overflowed by waters from the 
Androscoggin River in springor autumn. At present, there are 
a few fish of various kinds in it, but in the time of the son of 
the first Chapman, who settled the farm he gave the above 
name because he could go down there and get a mess of trout 
as easily as he could go to the pork barrel in the cellar when 
he wanted salt pork. 

The Blow Down in 1883 

Some time in November 1883, one night, we had a very 
severe windstorm. I think it was a cyclone or tornado as it 
seemed to strike in streaks. In the morning, there were seven 
big pine trees down across the road between our house and 
the Stowell Place. 

On the right hand side of the road there were but two trees 
partly uprooted on our land, but just over the line fence on 
land owned by James Chapman and his brother almost every 
large tree was down and in back of our house most of the 
trees below the road that goes straight back from the house 
were overturned and our next neighbor above had a great 
number of trees down. 

The local sawmills thought they had everybody by the 
throat and would not make a decent offer for the timber apd*, 
finally my grandfather (Isaac B. Valentine) hunted up tw 
mill operators in Massachusetts and brought them down to 
Bethel to look things over and they ordered a new portable 
engine and boiler to be built and it was delivered early in 
January 1884. It was rated at 40 horse power but as it was 
used afterward was forced so it probably developed more 
than double the above power. The boiler was a locomotive 
type and the engine was mounted on its back. They dug a 
hole in the snow and ground and set it up out in the opening 
and sawed boards to make a rough building over the sawmill 
and engine. 

The circular saw was 52" [in] diameter and 22 inches was 
the widest board it could saw. The Maine timber was bigger 
than they were used to handling in Massachusetts and the 
outfit was none too large for it. 

When the outfit arrived, the safety valve would start to 
blow off at about 90 lbs., but that was not enough pressure to 
carry as big a cut on the saw as they wanted to do so they 
added more weights on the lever and carried 140 lbs. right 
along when they could keep the fire in the furnace hot enough 
to do it right. 

The first man they hired to run the saw was from West 
Paris and he had been used to a water mill and was afraid to 
drive the steam mill up to capacity and finally they left him 
go and put a Frenchman named LaMotte, who had been 
engineer in charge of the saw. Under his handling, they 
sawed over 10,000 feet a day. 

The Valentines cut 157,000 feet of lumber and thv. 
Chapmans about 500,000. I was 14 years old and used to be 
around the mill a good deal and learned to fire and attend to 
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the feed water. A week before the end of the season one of 
the mill hands was called home and that meant hiring some 
local help and the mill owners told Father if I had been 18 
instead of 14 they would have given me the job as engineer. 

— The mill got rather a black eye from having the first 
jawyer afraid of it so they found no other place in the 
vicinity of Bethel where it was wanted and the owners took 
it back to Massachusetts. 

Some of the Mountainside Farms 

When the first settlers came to Bethel, they did not realize 
how rapidly and how high the Androscoggin River could rise 
and built some of their homes at too low a level for safety. 

When they were flooded out, some of them went to the 
other extreme and cleared farms well up on the side of some 
of the mountains. 

In the early days, a man named Bond cleared quite a tract 
on the lower slope of Locke or Besse Mountain and planted 
a considerable apple orchard that furnished food for the 
partridges and bears long after the original owner had 
departed and he is reported to have said there was not wood 
enough to keep a man from freezing to death there. 

Farther up on the side of the same Mt. was a large place 
called the Besse Place and until recently the clearing was 
quite open and an extensive old apple orchard there. 

I found the remains of the old well and even some rose 
bushes still blooming on their own although the original 
Besse is said to have gone off to join the Mormons. The old 
settlers worked hard to get a farm there for there must be 
1 ,000 tons of rocks that they piled into stone walls to clear 
the land for farming. 

Moses Mason told me the small two-room house that was 
located near the Stowell Place that the old Frenchman named 
Willey lived in when 1 was a boy was the old Besse house. 
You would wonder how it could have been moved the mile 
or two from its location on the side of the mountain but a 
great deal of the places that were timbered ever since I can 
remember must have been cleared then. 

In the old days, there was a road from Swan’s Comer that 
ran up over the side of Besse Mt. through the Besse Place, 
with a branch that went into the Bond Lot, and finally came 
out at the old grist mill on Chapman Brook. 

Far up on the side of Besse Mt. in the old days there was 
a large house that was afterward moved down to Chapman 
Brook by Deacon Edmund Chapman and seeing things as 
they are today the moving of this house seems more 
impossible than the moving of the Besse house as it was a 
much larger place and higher up on the side of the mountain. 

Our next neighbor, T. H. Chapman, saw the above place 
moved when he was a very small boy and told me that some 
man who saw it start to moved said something to the effect 
that it went as if it was greased. 

Some distance below, the above named house, Vincent 
Chapman, son of Deacon Edmund, had a pretty good home 
and farm and his son Howard Chapman succeeded to the 
farm, but Howard died in 1 878 and I think finally the house 
was taken down and later the barn collapsed and fell down 
end now a vigorous growth of white pine has filled up the 
,pper pasture lands and is spreading down farther and farther. 

The old road was discontinued about 1857.

MEMBER PROFILE: 

Rebecca P. Kendall 

Rebecca P. Kendall was born in Bethel, attended local 
schools, and graduated from Gould Academy in 1947. After 
completing a two year course at the Central Maine General 
Hospital School of Medical Technology, she worked for three 
Bethel physicians, Dr. Willard Boynton, Dr. John Lanni and 
Dr. John Young. She was later employed by the Bethel 
Family Health Center, the Bethel Savings Bank and the 
Bethel Area Chamber of Commerce.

NOTE 1: Significant Accounting Policies 

Organization's activities: 

The Organization is a historical society located in Bethel, Maine. 

Basis of presentation: 

In 1996, the Organization elected to adopt Statement of Financial Accounting Standards (SFAS) 
No. 1 17, Financial Statements of Not -for- Profit Organisations. Under SFAS No. 1 17, the 
Organization is required to report information regarding its financial position and activities 
according to three classes of net assets: Unrestricted net assets, temporarily restricted net assets, 
and permanently restricted net assets. In addition, the Organization is required to present a 
statement of cash flows. 

The accompanying financial statements have been prepared on the accrual basis of accounting in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. Net assets and revenues, expenses, 
gains, and losses arc classified based on the existence or absence of donor-imposed restrictions. 
Accordingly, net assets of the Organization and changes therein are classified and reported as 
follows: 

Unrestricted net assets -Net assets that are not subject to donor-imposed stipulations. 

Temporarily restricted net assets -Nct assets subject to donor-imposed stipulations that may or will 
be met, either by actions of the Organization and/or the passage of time. When a restriction 
expires, temporarily restricted net assets are reclassified to unrestricted net assets and reported in 
the statements of activities as net assets released from restrictions. 

Permanently restricted net asscts --Net assets subject to donor-imposed stipulations that they be 
maintained permanently by the Organization. Generally, the donors of these assets permit the 
Organization to use all or part of the income earned on any related investments for general or 
specific purposes. 


Cash: 

For purposes of the statements of cash flows, the Organization considers all highly liquid debt 
instruments purchased with a maturity date of three months or less to be cash or cash equivalents. 

Inventories: 

Inventories are stated at lower of cost or market value, with cost generally determined on the 
first-in, first-out method. 

Contributions: 

Contributions, including unconditional promises to give, are recorded as made. All contributions 
arc available for unrestricted use unless specifically restricted by the donor. Conditional promises 
to give are recognized when the conditions on which they depend are substantially met. 
Unconditional promises to give, due in the next year, are recorded at their net realizable value. 
Unconditional promises to give, due in subsequent years, are reported at the present value of their 
net realizable value, using risk-free interest rates applicable to the years in which the promises are 
to be received.

NOTE 1 : Significant Accounting Policies (Continued) 

Land, building and cquipment: 

Purchases of property are capitalized at cost. Donations of property and equipment arc recorded as 
support at their estimated fair value. Depreciation is computed on a straight-line basis over the 
estimated useful lives of the assets. Minor additions and replacements are treated as expenses of 
the current unrestricted fund. 

Income taxes: 

No provision for income taxes has been made due to the Organization's tax exempt status under 
IRC Section 501(cX3). 

Use of estimates: 

The Organization uses estimates and assumptions in preparing financial statements. Those 
estimates and assumptions affect the reported amounts of assets and liabilities, the disclosure of 
contingent assets and liabilities, and the reported revenues and expenses. Actual results could 
differ from these estimates. 


Advertising: 

The Organization uses advertising to promote its programs among the public it serves. Advertising 
costs are expensed as incurred. Advertising expense was $309 and $812 for the years ended 
December 3 1 , 200 1 and 2000, respectively.

37 Ih ANNUAL MEETING 

Herbert Adams of Portland, a native of Norway, Maine, 
former State Representative, and currently the Cumberland 
County Register of Probate, was the featured speaker at the 
Society’s 37"' annual meeting held at the Regional History 
Center on Broad Street. Adams spoke on the life and work of 
Edward Sylvester Morse (see The Courier, Volume 26, 
Number 2 for a profile of the famed scientist and his 
connection with Bethel’s Gould Academy). Adams skillfully 
outlined a life marked by brilliance and adventure. 

The meeting began with a chicken barbecue attended by 
over sixty members and friends under the maples along the 
stone wall between the Mason and Robinson House 
properties. The group adjourned to the meeting room of the 
Dr. Moses Mason House, where President A1 Barth called the 
meeting to order. As the last annual meeting was reported in 
The Courier, no action was taken on the minutes. The 
president also reported that the annual financial report would 
be published in the quarterly as well. In reviewing some of 
the highlights of the past year, Barth cited the addition of 
fifty-seven new members, more than seventy donations of 
artifacts and other historical materials to the collection, the 
hosting of a number of special events, the painting and 
insulation of the Robinson House, the most successful 
Annual Fund campaign in Society history (over $2 1 ,000 from 
387 donors), the adoption of a business plan, the launching of 
the second phase of the capital campaign, and the restoration 
of the Sunday River snowroller.
